St, Albert’s earliest form of public transportation operatedin the summer of 1912 as a 
private business venture, and clearly the road bed and rail ties did not present a large 
funding problem, Photo, taken on the corner of Edmonton Street and St, Michael Street 
looking north, was loaned to the Gazette through the kindness of Theresa Michelot, 28 
St, Michael Street, A street car appeared briefly on the scene 60 years ago in St, Albert, 
Bought and operated by two businessmen from Quebec, the street car service ran from 
Calder to St, Albert, Its future was cut short when a fire at the Calder barns razed the 
building and the cars in them, Within St, Albert this handsome model travelled down what 
is now Grandin Road to St, Thomas Street, down Edmonton Street to St, Michael and back, 
thereby conveniently serving all the population, The inclineon Grandin Road was a bit too 
much for the gas engine, butno problem, cables were used to pull it up, Mr. Matt Leonard 
is seen standing at left, of the street car, and his house at far left in foreground. It is 
still standing but has undergone some alteration. The house on the right belonged to 
Charles St, Charles and was latersoldto Mrs, Ethel Cuts. When the Cuts decided to build 
on this lot, the house was moved one block south, where it still stands, at the corner of 
Edmonton and St. Thomas streets, A new house, built on the St, Michael Street corner 
was rented to the RCMP, with Corporal Ken Ryley and his family taking over the upper 
floor. The single constable had a lower floor room, where the police offices and jail cells 
were also housed, The mounties remained in that house until moving to Perron Street, 
Outgrowing those premises, they moved to their present location on Muir Drive. Further 
back at left, the house across the river, was on the site of the present Father Jan School, 
and occupied by the Durochers, Behind that may be seen the RC Public School, the first in 
St, Albert, a four-room brick school where Marie Wolniewicz taught for many years, 
It was demolished about 11 years ago, Upon the hill, the long white building was the first 
Youville Home quarters, later replaced by a larger building, which was replaced by the 
present Home, The white buildingin background at right was the store owned and operated 
by Fleuri Perron, father of Eugene (nowinthe Perron St, store) and Hector of St, Albert,

On Land Fill Plot 


At last Thursday’s gen- 
eral meeting of the Munici- 
pal District of Sturgeon, 
council made a motion to 
approve an extension of two 
months by lease agreement, 
for a five-acre refuse area 
at Cardiff. 

The MD was assured of 
a continuance on this land 
as a result of permission 
previously granted by the 
Hon, Neil Crawford, mini- 
ster of health and social 
development, 

The question of the Car- 
diff site used for a nuisance 
grounds came up recently 
when the lease agreement 
with Mr, and Mrs, P, Cote 
expired, At this time, an 
area of about 400 acres in 
the Cardiff area was being 
considered for joint use by 
both, the MD of Sturgeon 
and the Town of St, Albert, 

A meeting had been pre- 
viously arranged with the 
minister by St. Albert MLA 
Ernie Jamison, Attending at 
the meeting were represen- 
tatives from the MDofStur- 
geon, an observer from the 
Town of St, Albert, twodele- 
gates from the Sturgeon 
Health Unit, the MLA and 
Hon, Bill Yurko, minister 
of the environment, At this 
meeting the joint applica- 
tion to lease the 400-acres 
was discussed and the mini- 
ster of health ruled that the 
MD’s requirement for afive 
acre site be investigated 
for ground water level, 

It was the Minister of 
Health’s concern that the 
Cardiff Mine site, used for 
a nuisance ground could 
cause water pollution in the 
area, 

Thus evolved the discon- 
tinuance of application for 
400 acres for a joint nuis- 
ance ground site and app- 
roval of five-acres, for the 
sole use of the Sturgeon 
MD while water level tests 
are being conducted, 

Regarding the Hanson Re- 
port and its recommenda- 
tions which gave rise to an 
annexation plan, advanced

Picking up from the last 
article, two slash-removal 
methods which thus far have 
been used in Alberta forest 
operations, and their effect 
on the forest environment 
are described this week, 


The first method consis- 
ted of bringing in bulldozers 
to pile up the slash in huge 
windrows for burning. This 
was avery effective slash 
removal method but unfor- 
tunately, it virtually des- 
troyed the possibility of suc- 
cessful reforestation, Not 
only was the slashbulldozed 
together, but in the process 
Mround and often the topsoil 
was stripped from the area, 
After the windrows had dried 
for several years they were 
set on fire, and the remains 
and ashes were re-distribu- 
ted over the area, 

During the century that it 
may take for a forest to grow 
ond mature, upto 90 per cent 
of the plant nourishment or- 
iginally in the soil is absor- 
bed and stored in the trees, 
When the trees are har- 
vested most of this percene 
tage becomes lost, and the 
burning process destroys 
the balance of this percen- 
tage of this natural fertilizer 
matter contained in the 
slash, rootwork and other 
vegetation and thus adds in-

sult to injury, When the 
remaining ashes are scatt- 
ered over the bare land, 
very little is left from the 
former forest to help future 
growth, The freshly spread 
ashes and the remaining top~ 
soil, which is no longer re~ 
inforced with a network of 
roots and vegetation, iseas~ 
ily washed down-hill during 
major rainfalls, This has 
resulted in wash-outs, ero- 
sion and siltation of nearby 
watersheds, 

Fortunately this method 
is not used often any more, 
and may even have been 
completely abandoned, A 
newer method called ‘scar- 


ification’ is extensively 
used at present, 
Scarification tries to 


overcome some of the pro- 
blems caused by the just 
described method. 

Bulldozers are equipped 
with heavy triangular steel 
wedges, three per machine, 
Each wedge measures about 
2’ = 6’’ at all its triangular 
sides, The wedges are pushe- 
ed into the slash in aneffort 
to break up the slash and 
bury it at the same time. 
Dragged behind the mach- 
ines is a heavy chainharrow 
about 15’ x 15’ in size, The 
harrow consists of a net of 
arm-thick chain links equip- 
ped with arm thick steel 
spikes each about a foot in 
length, The harrow is foll- 
owed by a heavy 4’’ square 
steel drag-bar about 15’ in 
width, 

The equipment is partially 
successful, burying about 50 
per cent of the slash, Thus 
the fertilizer matter in the 
slash no longer gets lost by

However this method also 
completes the destruction of 
what initially was an ecolo= 
gically balanced and in- 
tricate forest system, Not 
only does the equipment bury 
or tear from the ground 
every last bit of grass, bush, 
moss and mushroom and 
leaves the area looking like 
a desert, It also loosens the 
topsoil and tears out the 
seinforcing rootwork, The 
bald earth is unable to stop 
rain water from gushing 
over the surface and caus- 
ing washouts, erosion and 
the siltation of watersheds, 
The method is particularly 
dangerous for useonterrain 
with more than eight per cent 
slope, where erosion of top- 
soil becomes a much greater 
problem, This leads to the 
damages of downstream 
flooding in waterways, In 
hot weather the soilinscar- 
ified, clear-cut areas be- 
comes parched with arid 
dryness soon after the 
rains, The forest environe 
ment is being destroyed to 
an extent that it becomes 
difficult to regrow new 
trees by reforestation, 

Reforestation standards 
set up the former Social 
Credit Government call for 
establishment of 400 trees 
per acre, This works out to 
about one tree for one hun- 
dred square feet, and would 
therefore require trees at 
about 10’ x 10’ spacings, 
In other words, trees should 
be about 10 feet apart. The 
trees are required to have 
grown for three years in 
the area, where they are 
checked for complying with

Diseases a hazard for pea growers

Dr. F. R. Harper, plant 
pathologist at the Canada 
Department of Agriculture 
Research Station, Leth- 
bridge, says that peas are 
grown for seed and for pro= 
cessing on 15 to 20 thousand 
acres in Alberta, The crop 
is mainly confined to irri- 
gated farms in the south, 
The growing of peas is not 
without its hazards for peas 
are susceptible to a variety 
of diseases. 

Root rot is the most ser- 
ious disease of peas in this 
and many other pea-growing 
areas, In fields frequently 
cropped to peas the soil- 
borne fungi that cause the 
disease build up rapidly to 
the level where pea growing 
must be abandoned, Land 
that is leavily infested with 
these organisms may re- 
quire 10 years or more for 
the population to decrease 
to a level where peas can 
again be profitably grown, 
All of the common effective 
fungicide will protect the 
seedlings from attack and 
delay the onset of the dis- 
ease, Acropsequence where 
peas are grown once in four 
or five years will prevent 
the build-up of large popu- 
lations of these root-rotting 
fungi. 

Powdery mildew, the dis- 
ease that produces a white, 
powdery covering on the 
leaves, stems, and pods of 
peas, is frequently severe 
on late-maturing varieties 
in the field and in home 
gardens, Dusting the plants 
with sulfur as soon as the 
symptoms appear is effec- 
tive in controlling this dis- 
ease. Two newly developed

sent they are not registered 
for use on food crops. 
Bacterial blight, a seed- 
borne disease that causes 
spots on the leaves and pods, 
seldom causes significant 
damage to peas underthe dry 
conditions of southern 
Alberta, Its main signifi- 
cance is that seed from a 
crop where bacterial blight 
has been found cannot be 
shipped to the United King-

for forage 


The federal government 
continues to offer a $10-an 
acre payment to producers 
who switch production from 
grains, oilseeds, and other 
crops to forage. Producers 
holding a Canadian Wheat 
Board permit book are eli- 
gible to receive this pay- 
ment offered by the Canada 
Department of Agriculture 
through the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Administration, 

To qualify for the pay- 
ment, land diverted from 
grain production must be 
seeded to a true perennial 
grass, legume crop or 4 
mixture of the two, This 
dces not include sweet cloe 
ver or other annual or bien- 
nial grasses and legumes. 
There must be a net reduce 
tion in crop and summer- 
fallow acreage and a net 
increase in tame _ grass 
acreage to receive the pay- 
ment. 

Forage program applica- 
tions are completed follow- 
ing seeding and once checked 
by the PFAA, farmers ree 
ceive a payment of $5-an- 
acre, A further payment of 
$5-an-acre is received af- 
ter inspectors verify that 
the land is still in grass on 
July 15th of the following 
year. 

Application forms for the 
1971-72 crop year and pro- 
gram details will soon be 
available from elevator 
managers and district agri- 
culturists,

The Mycosphaerella and 
Ascochyta diseases, which 
are often troublesome in 
moister pea~growing areas, 
rarely occur in Alberta, 
These diseases cause spots 
on the leaves, stems, and 
pods. One of them also 
causes rot at the base of 
the stem. The fungi causing 
these diseases survive from 


Treat now 


for warble 


Jack Kerns, in charge of 
the Alberta department of 
agriculture’s warble control 
program, urges dairymento 
treat their milking cows for 
warbles now. He also urges 
beef producers who did not 
treat their cattle last fall 
to do so now and to check 
those that were treated, 

Because milking cows can 
only be treated with a con- 
tact backwash, treatment 
can only be done at this time 
of year whe: the warbles are 
in the backs of the cattle. 
For best results, Rotenone, 
the only contact backwash 
available, should be app-= 
lied twice, with a three to 
four week interval between 
treatments, It can be app= 
lied with a high pressure 
spray or it can be scrubbed 
into the animal’s coat with 
a brush, 

Mr. Kerns says that none 
milking beef cattle not treat- 
ed last fall and those that 
still have the odd warble 
can be treated with a sys- 
temic after March lst in 
southern Alberta and after 
March 15 in northern Al- 
berta, Beef producers who 
do not want to use a syste- 
mic can treat with a back- 
wash, 

Mr. Kerns wants beef 
cattlemen to inspect all their 
animals in the spring, even 
if they were treated last 
fall, because treatment is 
not always 100 per cent eff- 
ective, The few warbles that 
might have survived the fall 
treatment could re-infest 
the whole herd by the end 
of the summer,

Guidelines received for 
hog producers 


Re-Issued hy the District 

Agriculturist’s Office, 

Hog producers must have 
their requests in before 
March 31 if they have lost 
their grading certificates 
and want the Alberta Hog 
Producers Marketing Board 
to supply them with the 
necessary information to 
enable them to qualify for 
the hog deficiency payment, 

Some producers have not 
kept their 1971 Canada de- 
partment of agriculture hog 
carcass grading certifi- 
cates, and some have lost 
all their records, Others 
did not get grading certifi- 
cates last year because they 
sold their hogs on a live 
weight basis for export, 

In an effort to resolve 
these problems the AHPMB 
contacted the agricultural 
stabilization board in Otta- 
wa and obtained the follow- 
ing guidelines, 

Producers who have their 
official CDA hog carcass 
grading certificates and 
submit them with their 
claims will be paid imme- 
diately. 

A producer who does not 
have his official hog car- 
cass grading certificates 
can submit other records, 
such as the AHPMB state- 
ment of settlement, His pay= 
ment will be delayed be- 
cause the board will have 
to check to see that the ree 
cords have not been sub- 
mitted twice, 

A producer who has lost 
his grading certificates and 
his hog marketing board 
statement of settlement can 
request the hog board to send 
him a summary statement, 
The stabilization board will 
accept this summary state- 
ment, but, again, payment 
will be delayed until the 
records have been checked, 

A producer who did not 
ship 200 hogs with an index 
of 100 or higher in 1971 can 


make up the difference with 
hogs shipped on alive weight 
basis for export, The AHMB 
is mailing asummary state- 
ment of live hog shipments 
to all producers who sold 
hogs on this basis. This 
summary statement will be 
accepted by the stabilization 
board, Since only a certain 
percentage (not yet decided) 
of hogs sold on a live weight 
basis will be accepted for 
deficiency payment, a pro- 
ducer who did not ship 200 
eligible graded hogs should 
attach a record of all his 
live weight shipments to his 
claim, It should be noted, 


however, that anyone who 
shipped 200 eligible hogs in 
1971 has reached the maxi- 
mum number on which he 
is entitled to a deficiency 
payment, In this case if he 
includes a summary state- 
ment of live hog shipments 
with his claim, he will only 
delay his payment, 

In summary, the agricul- 
tural stabilization board’s 
hog deficiency payment of 
$5 per hog applies to all 
market hogs with an index 
of 100 or higher, up to a 
maximum of 200, No pay- 
ment will be made on cull 
sows or boars,

Horsebeans could have future 


Horsebeans could have a 
future as a high protein 
supplement for livestock 
feed, 

Although this crop has not 
yet been tested in Alberta for 
its suitability to climatic and 
soil conditions, the head of 
the provincial field crops 
branch, Dave Jantzie, feels 
that it could have a good 
potential here, particularly 
in the irrigation areas, 

To date most of the ree 
search in Western Canada 
has been done at the Uni- 
versities of Manitoba and 
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Saskatchewan, and at the 
three federal research sta- 
tions in those provinces, In 
Manitoba where the crop 
has been grown on a trial 
basis for the last twoyears, 
yields have approached 
those of feed wheat, Variet- 
ies tested there average 
about 115 days to maturity 
and stand up well to spring 
frosts, Horsebeans require 
above average moisture, 
Under good moisture condi- 
tions the protein content is 
in the neighborhood of 29 to 
30 per cent, It appears that 


this crop is suitable for 
straight combining, 

The United Kingdom and 
Germany grow approxi- 
mately 300,000 acres ann- 
ually or horse or field beans, 
as they are called there, In 
these countries they are 
used for livestock, and are 
particularly popular as pig 
feed, 

Mr, Jantzie reports that 
market possibilities for 
horsebeans look good, He 
believes that they could re- 
place field peas as a source 
of high protein for live- 


schooling at Medicine Hat, 
he graduated with a degree 
in agriculture from the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in 1932, 
in 1933-34, he managed the 
CY Ranch at Fort Macleod, 

Since 1934, Mr, Hargrave 
has spent 36 years infeder= 
al service, 25 years with 
Experimental Farms at 
Manyberries, Swift Current 
and Lethbridge, followed by 
11 years with PFRA at 
Regina,
